In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the holder and organizer can be used with any endodontic files because the 
limitations of the endodontic files as claimed in Group I are not included in the combination. 
The subcombination has separate utility such as its used to perform a root canal.
